Definite announcement cf this 
change was made today by J c. Oil­ 
man, Pacific Telephone manager in 
San Rafael, Indication of the change 
was made in February when plans 
were first developed. 
Subscribers in San Rafael and Mill 
Valley, with one or two party lines 
will be ahte to use the service. These 
subscribe rs are ones whose telephone 
prefixes are Glen wood 1 and 4 and 
Dunlap 8. 
Telephone subscribers with Gen­ 
eva-5 preflm in the Belvedere aud 
Tiburon areas will not-be affected. 
Geneva and Dunlap subscribers will 
be able to call each as they do now, 
and Ban Rafs il subscribers will still 
have to call itee operator to reach 
Geneva 
numbers, 
the telephone 
company said. Manual telephones 
such as those in Corte Madera and 
Sausalito also wil* not be effected 
by the exchange. Coin box telephones 
also wi& sot be affected by the 
change.

More than 18,480 subscribers will 
be affected.

Dips Slightly, 


But Income Gains 


March, 1953, showed a 23,000 de­ 
crease in the number of passenger 
automobiles travelling over Golden 
Gate bridge 
as 
compared 
with 
March, 1952, but still recorded a 
record income of $353,188.60, highest 
March to the bridge's history. 
The seeming contradiction, ac­ 
cording to bridge auditor Charles 
D. Hudson, results from the Grey­ 
hound bus strike of March a year 
ago. During the month to 
1952 
only 821 bus« used the bridge. In 
March this year, 11,975 buses made 
the crossing. 
Hudson pointed out that with the 
buses not running, an unusual num­ 
ber of persons resorted to their own 
cars. Many of these commuters, but 
not all, returned to bus service when 
it resumed. 
The record income indicated that 
there was growth in normal auto­ 
mobile traffic, although the total 
car traffic decreased. It would bo 
expected that if there had not been 
this growth, revenues would have 
fallen off because buses can carry 
more passengers per 
dollar 
toll 
than automobiles can. 
COMMUTES DROP 
Traffic totals showed that 569,988 
passenger autos -paid cash tolls dur­ 
ing the month as compared with 
582,502 the prior year. Commuter 
tickets too slipped from 283,792 to 
March 1952 to 271,915 last month. 
Trucks marked up another record, 
something they have been doing 
practically 
monthly 
for 
several 
years. In March 1952 a total of 59,- 
906 trucks crossed the span as com­ 
pared with 61,730 last month. 
This, plus miscellaneous crossings, 
brought the total number of ve­ 
hicles to 944,100 last month, 11,000 
less than the 955,313 record of a 
year ago. It still was more than 100,- 
000 more vehicles than crossed the 
bridge in February this year, 841,389. 
The monthly total of $353,188.60 
was more than $20,000 greater than 
the highest March prior to reduc­ 
tion of tolls on the bridge to July 
1950.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Mrs. Livermore Acclaimed 
By Nation For Conservation 


Laet last month in New Orleans, a Marin 
resident received nationwide recognition. Mrs. 
Norman B. Livermore of Hots was awarded the 
Amy Angril Collier Montague medal, highest 
award of The Garden Club of America. This is 
the way she was acclaimed in the presentation 
speech: 
•The Amy Angell Collier Montague Medal 
for civic achievement suggests that tie recipient 
must have a quality of selflessness, for one 
deeply concerned about the welfare of her fel* 
lowmen must love her neighbor as she loves 
herself. 
“In Ross, Marin County, California, there 
lives an adopted daughter of that beautiful far 
west who has worked indefatigtbly for the 
preservation of historic landmarks and for the 
conservation of areas important to individual 
communities and to the beauty of the country­ 
side. 


“An ardent horticulturist and present chair­ 
man of the members-at-large of The Garden 
Qub of America Mrs. Norman Livermore ap­ 
proaches her many civic undertakings against 
the background of a love of nature and of a 
knowledge of the problems of the land, and 
also against the background of a deeply reli­ 
gious conviction that God and man are co­ 
workers in the vineyard of life. 
“Among her achievements, Mrs. Livermore 
founded the Marin Art and Garden Center. To 
this end she prevailed on eight dvte organize- 
tinot to buy the large beautiful Kittle estate 
and djpvelop it 
“Few years the worked to secure Camp Tay­ 
lor 
a state park. She asked the supervisor to 
relinquish the $40,000 in delinquent taxes on 
Camp Taylor on condition that her committee 
prevail on the State Park Commission to match 
that sum, the m ult being that the 23(Kkacre 
Camp Taylor State Park 1§ now one of the mag­ 
nificent array of parks ¿n California. 
“She worked so save Drake's Bay County 
Park where Sir Frauds Drake landed and left 
a marker. She worked to raise I IS,000, matched 
by the county, to buy Shell Beach. She is work­ 
ing now to save Angel Island in the center of 
San Francisco Bay for public recreation. 
“As chairman of the Willis Linn Jepson Me­ 
morial at Tomales Bay State Park» she worked 
to secure this area for posterity as a memorial 
to Dr. Jepson, the great California botanist who 
particularly cherished the rare Bishop pines in 
this wilderness area. 
“She worked-the word work triumphantly 
dominates this record!—and this is probably 
her greatest single achievement, to pass a coun­ 
ty soning ordinance to keep fret from hill 
hoards and unsightly buildings the entire Ma­ 
rin County area with its great arteries of traffic 
through the beautiful surrounding hills to ad­ 
joining towns. This toning ordinance as drawn 
up through her efforts by expert planning en- 
gineers, is regarded as one of the most practic­ 
able zoning ordinances in the entire country. 
“Apart from these project* aligned with con- 


senadon problems, she is director for Califor­ 
nia of the Robert E* Lee Memorial Foundation 
at Stratford, Virginia; she saved the famous old 
Octagon House in San Francisco for the Na­ 
tional Society of the Colonial Dames of Amer­ 
ica, helping raise the funds to purchase it; and 
she ts tie only woman on a Standing Commit­ 
tee of the Episcopal Church of the United 
States.

“Her civic and conservation contributions 
include a very personal addition. On an occa­ 
sion of importance at the beautiful Livermore 
estate when her husband was being honored for 
his work in conservation, she laughed and said, 
her five tall sons about her: “Well, speaking of 
conservation, don’t you think I, too, desen e a 
little praise? I have raised five Livermores 
where only one grew before!“ 
T o r the imagination that conceived, for the 
executive ability that directed, for the spiritual 
approach to life that motivated her civic con­ 
tributions * 
her community, her county, her 
State, and her Nation, The Garden Club of 
America presents the Amv Angell Collier Mon­ 
tague Medal for 1955 to Caroline Seily Liver­ 
more.“ 
To which we in Marin can add o n ly our 
congratulations to Mrs. Livermore and bask in 
the reflected glory which she has brought to 
both California and Marin county. 


Coffee Break 
Fights For Life 


The three mfjor armed services are mightily 
protesting proposed huge slashes in funds. But 
to show they are not wholly stubborn, they are 
more amenable to the abolition of the twice- 
daily “coffee hour.“ 
For years, it has been takep for granted that 
the government’s civilian employes could take a 
10-minute breather in mid-forenoon and mid­ 
afternoon for coffee. Usually the 10 minutes 
has stretched out for a half hour* or longer. 
Private industry has inherited the same prob­ 
lem. 
The Eisenhower administration economy 
policies sound the death knell for this employe- 
cherished but expensive institution. Earnest­ 
ness of the move has been demonstrated by the 
ban on smoking for women White House em­ 
ployes, or lounging-smoking by anybody in the 
White House corridors. 
The Navy is the first of the armed services to

Novak Under Fire Again

One# again John Novak is under 
fire from Novato’s sanitary district 
for failure to conform to the dis­ 
trict’s legal and engineering require­ 
ments on sewer installations. His 
latest troubles were made known at 
the regular monthly meeting of the 
sanitary district board of directors 
Monday night. 
As a result, it was voted by the 
board to require a $2,500 bond to 
insure the correct installation and 
completion of the sewer line which 
he Ss installing in his Marion 
Court subdivision north of Grant 
avenue It was revealed that he had 
commenced tigging operations for 
the sewer line before having sub- 
mitted a sewer map to the district 
for appnwai. 
He was stopped in the work by 
district engineer Warren Nute but 
was later given permission to pro­ 
ceed by board présidait Thomas 
Hardcasfle cm condition that he im­ 
mediately submit a map to the dis­ 
trict for approval and that Nute 
would be empowered to stop the in­ 
stallation at any time prior to ac­ 
ceptance of the map plan Novak 
subsequently submitted a map which 
Nute approved except for minor al­ 
terations. 
STATION NOT COMPLETED 
It fM also revealed at the board 
meeting that Novak has not com­ 
pleted the lift station for his Villa 
Anita tract in accordance with in­ 
structions which he received from 
the board last fall. It was decided 
that Novak would be notified that 
until he completed the Villa Anita 
installations the board “would hold 
up acceptance of future projects.” 
Marin Village property owners 
who attended the meeting to discuis 
the proposed sewer plan for th e 
south Novato boulevard area re­ 
quested that the sanitary district 
aid in financing the sewer installa­ 
tions by paying for or reimbursing 
the properly owners excess capacity 
In the mains and pump stations. 
Richard Bettini, speaking for the 
property owners, pointed out that 
the proposed plan, prepared by 
Warren Nute, calls for an 18 inch 
Une from Novato boulevard across 
highway 101 to the treatment plant. 
Actually the south Novato area 


could be served by a fifteen inch 
line. Bettini, said, even «with aU the 
proposed new subdivisions. Conse­ 
quently the Marin Village group 
feels that the district should pay tor 
the excess capacity which will serve 
to solve the sewer problems of the 
Nave Court and Oarden subdivisions 
and Hill and Diablo sector. 
Bettini complimented the board on 
its foresight in planning for the 
larger main. • 
COMMITTEE APPOINTED 
A committee consisting of Bettini, 
Paul Grimes, Warren Nute and 
James T. Morton, attorney for the 
district, was appointed to discuss 
asse&ment 
proceedings and 
the 
spreading of costs in preparation for 
Marin Village annexation proceed­ 
ings. 
A number of property owners who 
reside on Virginia avenue and Sim­ 
mons lane attended’ the meeting 
hoping to learn whether or not the 
Progressive Builders intend to con­ 
tinue with their plan to develop the 
Ferris 
Garden 
subdivision. 
The 
developers had last fall expressed the 
intention of laying sewer line from 
the Ferris Garden Tract through 
Simmons lane and Virginia avenue 
if property owners would aid in the 
cost. 
Although the buUders wow given} 
a completion date of nine months 
from September 19, 1952, they have 
not undertaken the sewer construe- | 
tion yet, it was revealed, and their \ 
intentions have not been made 
known to the district. It was decided 
to write them a letter pointing out 
changes in the sanitation ordinance,

Mosquito Dist. 


Marin home owners who have fish 
pools or other ornamental garden 
pools have been esked to cooperate 
with the Marin Mosquito Abatement 
district in controlling the spread of 
insects. 
Directors of the district report the 
peak df the mosquito breeding sea» 
son will soon arrive and must be 
kept to a minimum 
For the past three months the dis­ 
trict has been spraying all known 
fresh water and salt marsh mosquito 
breeding sources. As an aid to con­ 
trolling- the nuisance, the district 
has asked residents to inspect fish 
pools and other garden pools. 
‘If the pools are not stocked with 
mosquito fish, please call the dis­ 
trict/* directors report. “You will be 
supplied with mosquito fish free of 
charge” 
The district also recommends that 
water found in tin cans, buckets, and 
miscellaneous containers be removed 
to eliminate mosquito hazard. 
Up to the present time about 200 
random collections of mosquito lar­ 
vae have been made and identified, 
directors continued. No larvae of the 
Culex tarsal is mosquito, proven to 
be the carrier of Encephalitis, has 
been collected. 
The district is reportedly spraying 
all possible breeding sources of this 
mosquito every two weeks to keep 
Its numbers relatively low.
